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Harvest Builders denies developer’s claims

The president of Harvest Builders is denying claims 
made by a developer involved in a stalled seniors’ hous¬ 
ing project that is causing Hooding issues at Valarosa 
Crossing. 

In a letter to Review publisher Murray Elliott, Darla 
Carpenter says “the facts are different" from what was 
implied in an article that appeared last week. 

In that article, James Carpenter claimed he owned the 
property for the planned seniors’ housing project and 
intended to develop it. But James Carpenter said he had 


not received money from Harvest Builders to proceed. upon," she wrote. 


“Harvest Builders does not own the multi-family land 
in Valarosa Crossing and has not done the development 
on the land,” Darla Carpenter wrote in the letter. 

“James Carpenter or his company have never billed 
Harvest Builders for any development on this land and 
no monies are owed to him or any company controlled 
by him in respect of this development," she wrote. 

“Harvest Builders did not hire James Carpenter’s com¬ 
pany to develop the land. Harvest Builders is the recipi¬ 
ent of the government grant to build seniors’ affordable 
housing. Once the land was developed Harvest Builders 
was under the impression that the land was to be subdi¬ 
vided and a portion sold to Harvest Builders to build 


“Since the development has not been completed at the 
time and no land has been sold to Harvest Builders the 
project has been stalled. We are currently looking at 
other options.” 

As for the flooding into basements and yards, resi¬ 
dents should expect a resolution soon. 

CAO Roy Brown explained in an e-mail that he’s heard 
from James Carpenter last week and he is going to have 
equipment come in and move some earth so the 
stormwater will drain properly.

Didsbury steps back from busing plans

Didsbury FCSS has 
decided to step away from 
the Tri Transportation 
Project aimed at providing 
shuttle service for people 
within Didsbury, Cremona 
and Carstairs. The project 
started as an idea in 
February 2010 when FCSS 
coordinators in Didsbury, 


Carstairs and Cremona 
recognized a need for a 
low cost shuttle service to 
get people into Calgary for 
specialty appointments. 

“It was a hard decision 
to make but we had to 
make it," said Didsbury 
FCSS director Jolene 
Leutschaft. She said the 
project had been going on 
for a long time with no end 
in sight. 


“FCSS technically can’t 
fund transportation but we 
were trying to find funding 
for transportation and 
spending a lot of time 
applying for other fund¬ 
ing (grants). We were 
taking time away from 
our jobs we’re already 
doing." She said the deci¬ 
sion wasn’t made lightly 
and said, in the end it 
came down to need. 


“We are very fortunate 
that we have that trans¬ 
portation already with the 
Lioas bus and with senior 
support; they do trans¬ 
portation as well. We’re 
not necessarily getting the 
phone calls here that 
maybe Carstairs has got¬ 
ten,” she said. 

The committee includes 
members of Carstairs adn 
Cremona FCSS workers, 


Didsbury Mental Health, 
and the Didsbury Hospital 
Social Work Program part¬ 
nered with Rockyview 
Regional Handibus Society 
(RRHS) which has offered 
to provide services into 
the three areas for the first 
two years. 

The project’s budget is 
$56,500, but the RRHS has 
given the

Health system 
peace vital for 
Alberta

The findings of a new survey 
into the workload of Canada’s 
physicians highlights the need 
for Alberta’s health system to 
keep up with changing times. 

The recently released 2010 
National Physician Survey (NPS), conducted by 
the Canadian Medical Association, found that 
physicians in ail provinces are facing increasingly 
complex care situations and are spending more 
and more time managing chronic care patients. 

Additional administrative work, an aging popula¬ 
tion and growing patient expectations are all 
adding to the burden on physicians, the survey 
found. 

The 12,000-physician poll also found that physi¬ 
cians continue to work significantly longer than 
the traditional hour week, with an average work 
week lasting 51.4 hours, including 32.7 hours spent 
in direct patient care. 

Along with nurses and other front-line health 
workers, physicians are, of course, a key compo¬ 
nent of Alberta’s health system. As such, ensuring 
that the province’s doctors are able to continue to 
do their vital jobs is obviously in the interest of all 
Albertans. 

Unfortunately, the province’s doctors and the 
Stelmach government may now be on a collision 
course in the run-up to the next provincial election. 

Last week the Alberta Medical Association, 
which represents more than 6,000 Alberta doctors, 
and the province announced that they had failed to 
finalize a new agreement. 

“It is with some deep degree of disappointment 
that 1 inform you that we were unable to reach a 
new agreement," said Health Minister Gene 
Zwozdesky. 

The AMA’s board of directors had earlier unani¬ 
mously rejected a proposal to extend a three- 
month agreement in principle. That agreement was 
intended to be the basis of a new agreement to 
replace the past eight-year agreement that expired 
at the end of March. 

In a letter to members, AMA president Dr. P.J. 
White reportedly said the parties have been unable 
to agree on, among other tilings, decision-making 
powers and on proposals related to access, quality 
and productivity. 

Although negotiations between the sides are 
expected to continue, the fact that a vital part of 
the health system (i.e.: physician-government 
agreement) is in disarray is anything but happy 
news for ordinary Albertans. 

Over the next months, in the run-up to the next 
provincial election, which could come in 2012, the 
province and Alberta’s doctors will hopefully sort 
out their differences. 

However, if they fail to do so, not only will health¬ 
care controversy certainly be t he number one elec¬ 
tion campaign issue, but families, seniors and oth¬ 
ers will be left on pins and needles wondering 
whether big trouble is just around the comer for 
Alberta’s vital health system.

Build houses elsewhere - leave the Butte alone 


Dear Editor, 

I was very disturbed when 1 heard 
that there was a move afoot to build 
condos on the Butte in Didsbury. 
That Butte distinguishes Didsbury 
from every town along the line. It 
was here when the first settlers 
came from Kitchener, Ontario to 
settle in the area in the 1800s. 

The history of the town is wrapped 
around the Butte. The Didsbury 
racetrack was situated there, with a 
judges and starter stand. Local 
businessmen, Jim Caithness, who 
owned Caithness Cartage and Dave 
Sinclair, who owned the blacksmith 
shop, raced their trotters or pacers 
in sulkies there. On Didsbury fair 
days they were joined by others who 


raced horses. The Gillries from 
Michichi and Morin were regulars 
and they eventually moved to 
Didsbury and fanned north of town. 
Ken Gillrie, who lives in Olds, 
remembers racing his horse Laddie 
in the flat races as they were called, 
when he was 15 years of age. 

The sheds for cattle, horses and 
calf clubs, plus a show ring were set 
up towards the north end of the 
Butte, and the ladies had the south 
side to show off their quilts (hand¬ 
made), needlework and culinary 
expertise with an art show for 
students. I won first prize for a 
picture I had drawn when I was 15. 
The centre area was kept clear and 
was used to have local groups put on 


entertainment. 

The first memorial to the men of 
the First World War was built on the 
top of the Butte. The cairn was built 
of large rocks by Hughie Roberts, 
who was a stonemason in Wales 
before coming to Didsbury. He 
farmed east of town. Four cairns 
have been built in Didsbury and have 
moved from pillar to post over the 
years, but that is a story of its own. 

The high school reunion congre¬ 
gated at the Butte; the Class of 1970 
was here in June of this year. Let the 
town fathers use the old high school 
land to build their condos on and 
leave the Butte to the golfers.

In the last 13 years, 
Peggy and Bob Wigton 
have seen just about 
everything — and more. 

The two live out near 
Water Valley have been 
part of the Didsbury 
Search and Rescue since 
its inception in the late 
’90s. 

“It started with just 
backpacks. We all pur¬ 
chased and drove our 
own vehicles," said 
Peggy, remembering the 
early days. Over the 
years, the group has built 
itself up and has a truck 
and van, and a training 
camp outside of Water 
Valley. 

“I’m so proud of how 
far we’ve come,” she said. 

The two stepped down 
last fall but have still been 


involved in search and 
rescue efforts in any way 
they can. The Didsbury 
RCMP will be honouring 
them for their service in 
the coining weeks with a 
commemorative plaque. 

“We’ve volunteered for 
various community serv¬ 
ices in the last 30 years 
and we truly believed 
there was a need for dis¬ 
aster services. That’s why 
we became involved.” 

The group, called 
Didsbury Search and 
Rescue because of its 
affiliation with the police 
detachment, covers areas 
spreading all around the 
Didsbury area out into 
Water Valley and 
Cremona. 

Peggy said she’s seen 
things she never thought 
she would, including the 
bombing northwest of 
Cochrane. 


“We went and looked 
for any debris we could 
find and any type of evi¬ 
dence. We were also 
searching for missing 
people," she said of one 
event she never thought 
she’d see in this area. 
Another big event was the 
Pine Lake tornado where 
the crew spent 10 days 
cleaning up. 

“It was really unfortu¬ 
nate. But this is why you 
need these disaster serv¬ 
ices resources. People 
don’t think about these 
things. But what would 
happen if a flood hits and 
you have to evacuate the 
west country? Is that the 
first time you’re going to 
meet your neighbours?” 

She said the rescue 
members help out collect¬ 
ing evidence, finding 
missing people, and help¬ 
ing police with big events 


such as the mass cam- 
pouts near Fallen Timber 
during the May long 
weekend. 

“Community involve¬ 
ment is key. 

“Put yourself in their 
situation. If your kid was 
lost, what would you do? 
If there was a fire in 
Didsbury, what would 
you do if you had to wait 
for Olds or Calgary? This 
is a really needed service. 
Disaster service, you 
know?” 

Although she and her 
husband are stepping 
down, she’ll never forget 
what made it all worth¬ 
while. 

“The simple thank you. 
It fills your heart with 
those simple words. It 
doesn’t matter if you're 
freezing your buns off. It’s 
that thank you, the 
human kindness.”

Seeing the plight of the homeless, one 
nine-year-old Olds boy has taken it upon 
himself to help in whatever small way he 
can.

Man charged for mischief and theft 

A 36-year-old man was arrested last week for mischief 
to a vehicle and theft under $5,000. Two weeks ago, a 
string of trucks in Carstairs were broken into and several 
items were stolen from glove compartments, centre con¬ 
soles and sides of vehicles. A complainant witnessed a 
man driving away and upon further investigation, police 
contacted the man in Wimborne and asked him to come to 
the Didsbury detachment for questioning. He arrived 
Sunday and was held until Monday when he appeared at 
Didsbury Provincial court. His bail was set at $500 and he 
was released. His charges stem from one vehicle break-in 
but investigation is ongoing related to other break-ins. 

Graffitist leave phallic imagery 

A large orange phallus was spray-painted onto a drive¬ 
way on Co-op Road, in the industrial park of Didsbury. 
The complainant advised police that the newly asphalted 
drive was spray-painted on the west side sometime 
overnight July 3 and the early morning hours of July 4. No 
suspects or witnesses were observed and police are 
encouraging anyone with knowledge of spray painting or 
graffiti in the area to come forward and advise police. 

Fireworks start fire 

Fireworks were lit and tossed from the window of a 
dark car along Highway 22 near Cremona causing a brush 
fire. This occurred at 1 in the afternoon July 6. The vehi¬ 
cle was described as a dark car. Cremona Fire 
Department was dispatched and put out the fire. Police 
said the person, who left the scene, could face charges of 
stunting under the safety act as well as provincial charges 
for causing a fire. 

Phone scam 

Reports of a phone scam have been coming into the 
detachment in the last week. Complainants say they have 
been receiving calls from people looking to sell virus pro¬ 
tection for computers, pressuring callers to download the 
supposed protection. One person followed through and 
wrecked their computer. Police are warning residents to 
be aware of anyone calling and identifying themselves as 
some sort of authority. “If they’re directing you to provide 
personal information such as social insurance numbers or 
hanking information, people nets! to disconnect,” said 
Cpl. Warren Wright. 

Campground broken into 

A group of people broke into the Water Valley camp¬ 
ground sometime over the Canada Day weekend. The 
camp, closed due to high water, was locked. Parties 
gained entrance by breaking a lock on the gate into the 
camp. Police were notified July 2 at 9 p.m. after the group 
had vacated. 


Accused Sundre shooter 
preliminary hearing delayed

The preliminary hearing 
for a 60-year-old Sundre 
woman charged with sec¬ 
ond degree murder after 
her husband was shot and 
killed on the couple’s 
Sundre area property in 
December has been 
delayed. 

Heather Wilson Duncan, 
60, faces a charge of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder in the 
shooting death of 


Alexander Duncan, 68. 

Responding to a 911 call 
placed by the accused, 
police found Alexander 
Duncan dead in the cou¬ 
ple’s rural home on Dec. 10. 
The accused was arrested 
at the scene and charged 
the next day. 

She has been released on 
$25,(MX) bail. Her two day 
preliminary hearing had 
been scheduled for 
November. 

However, in Didsbury 
provincial court on 


Monday, Judge George 
Gaschner agreed to a joint 
request from defence 
lawyer Greg Dunn and the 
Crown for the hearing to he 
delayed until March. 

Dunn told the judge the 
delay is needed because 
the medical examiner’s 
report has not yet been 
released and that the two 
days scheduled for the 
hearing was not now 
believed to be enough time. 

The inquiry will now be 
held over three days, start¬ 


ing March 13, 2012. 

I’reliminary hearings are 
held to determine if there is 
enough evidence to send 
an accused to trial. 

Outside court, Dunn said 
his client Ls keen to have 
her day in court. 

“She is anxious to get on 
with this,” said Dunn. “She 
would have liked to have 
proceeded in November 
but this delay couldn’t be 
avoided.” 

No plea has been entered 
in the case.
